and sinuo sities o f its co ast, there is at this 
day no ro o m fo r discussio n. 
It must be ac­ 
cepted as the settle« ! law o f natio ns. 
It is 
sustained by the highest autho rities, law- 
writers and jurists. 
It has bein sanctio ned 
by the United States since the fo undatio n o f 
the go vernment. 
“ Well gro unded as is this do ctrine o f the 
law- o f natio ns, it is no mo re firmly establish­ 
ed as a part o f the internatio nal co de than 
that o ther principle which gives to a natio n 
supremacy, jurisdictio n, do minio n o ver its 
o wn inland waters, gulfs, bays, and seas.

Mr. Delaney^lays: 
“ The fo rego ing reco rd may co nvey but a 
meager idea o f the indo mitable energy and 
perseverance displayed by the Russian peo ­ 
ple in acquiring empire - in No rth America, 
beginning with the disco veries o f Behring in 
1T23 and extending fo r mo re than a century 
and a quarter, wherein they braved the per­ 
ils o f land and sea, o vercame a savage native 
po pulatio n, faced ice and sno w, sto rm and 
shipwreck, to fo und and maintain empire o n 
these rugged sho res. Eno ugh has been said to 
disclo se the base o f Russia’s right to jurisdic­ 
tio n o f the Behring sea under the law o f na­ 
tio ns, v iz.: o riginal po ssessio n o f the Asiatic 
co nst, fo llo wed by disco very and po ssessio n 
o f the Aleutian chain and the sho res o f Alas­ 
ka no rth, no t o nly to Behring strait, but to 
Po int Barraw and the fro zen o cean, thus in­ 
clo sing within its territo ry, as within the 
embrace o f a mighty giant, the islands and 
waters o f Behring sea, and with this the asser­ 
tio n and exercise o f do minio n o ver land and 
sea.
